rravUloa* of aa Ksealleat Law 
Paasrtf br the Praareoslve Lea* 
lalaiara at Maasaehasetla. 

The frtde-tlrelaw, passed by the Mat- 
aaehoactta leglalatura through the ef- 
fort* of the Maaaaehusetta divlsioa of 
the League of American Wheelmen, pro- 
vide* tkat on and after January I, I9u3. 
"It ahall be unlawful, eseept a* pro- 
vided in acetioa 4 of this act, to use 
upon any road, street or way in this 
commonwealth a draft wagon or cart 
having tires of iron or steel, or of any 
•nbatanee equally hard, which are less 
In width than one and one-half timer 
the diameter of the axle, meaanred at 
the shoulder thereof; but In no case 
shall a tire more than four iaekea In 
tfidth be required, and wagons and 
carts built with wooden or hollow axles 
shall hare tire* not less In width tkao 
the diameter of the axle. OMaaured at 
the shoulder thereof. 

"This act shall apply to all wagon* 
and carta the axles of Wli'ch are two 
Inches or more la diameter, measured 
aa aforesaid, and to all stage cosel. i s 
tally-ho coaches, barges and ether pas- 
senger vehielet not built to run on iron 
or steel rails and coiiktructed toearry 
eight or moi« persons."
